New Delhi, the 24th January 1981 

No. 80/E(GR)I/l/7.— The rules for a competitive exami- 
nation to be held by the Union Public Service Commission 
in 1981 for selection of candidates for appointment as Special 
Class Apprentices, in the Indian Railway Service of Mecha- 
nical Engineers, are published for general information. 

2. The number of vacancies to be filled on the results of 
the examination will be specified in the Notice issued by the 
Commission. Reservation will be made for candidates be- 
longing to the Schoduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes in 
respect of vacancies as may be fixed by the Government. 

Scheduled Castes /Tribes mean any of the Castes /Tribes 
mentioned in the Constitution (Scheduled Castes) Order 
1950: the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) Order, 1950; the 
Constitution (Scheduled Castes) Union Territories Order; 
1951; the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) (Union Terri- 
tories) Order, 1951; (as amended bv the Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes Lists) (Modification) Order, 1956: the 
Bombay Reorganisation Act. 1960: the Punjab Reorganisation 
Act. 1966: the State of Himachal Pradesh Act. 1970, the 
North Eastern Areas (Reorganisation) Act, 1971 and the 
Scheduled Castes aud Scheduled Tribes Order (Amendment) 
Act. 1976; (he Constitution (Jammu and Kashmir) Scheduled 
Canes Order, 1956; the Constitution (Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1959 as amended bv the 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes Order (Amendment) 
Act. 1976: the State of Himachal Pradesh Act. 1970. the 
d'ded Caste* Order, 1962: the Constitution (Dadrn and 
Nagar Haveli) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1962; the Constitu- 
tion (Pondicherry) Scheduled Castes Order, 1964: the 
Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) (Uttar Pradesh) Order. 
1967' the Constitution (Goa, Daman and Dlu) Scheduled 
Castes Order. 1968; the Constitution (Goa, Daman and Dlu); 
Scheduled Tribes Order. 1968; and the Constitution (Naga- 
land), Scheduled Tribes Order, 1970. 

3. The examination will be conducted by the Commission 
in the manner prescribed In Appendix I to these Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission. 

4. A candidate must be either 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Nepal, or 

(c) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(d) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India, before 
the 1st January, 1962, with the intention of perma- 
nently settling in India, or 

(e) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma, Sri Lanka and East Africa coun- 
tries of Kenya, Uganda and the United Republic of 
Tanzania or from Zambia, Malawi, Zaire, Ethiopia 
and Vietnam with the intention of permanently set- 
tling in India. 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (b), 
(c), (d) and (c) above shall be a person in whose 
favour a certificate of eligibility has been Issued by 
the Government of India. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is neces- 
sary may bo admitted to the examination but (he offer of 
appointment may be given only after the necessary eligibility 
certificate has been issued to him by the Government of 
India. 

5. (a) A candidate must have attained the age of 16 years 
and must not have attained the age of 20 years on 1st Janu- 
ary 1981, i.e., he must have been bom not earlier than 2nd 
January 1961, and not later than 1st January, 1965. 

(b) The upper age limit prescribed above will be relax - 
able — 

(i) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Castes or a Scheduled Tribe; 


(ii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
bona fide displaced person from erstwhile East 
Pakistan (now Bangladesh) and had migrated to 
India during the period between 1st January, 1964 
and 25th March, 1971; 

(iii) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe; 
and is also a bona fide displaced person from erst- 
while East Pakistan (now Bangladesh) and had 
migrated to India during the period between 1st 
January, 1964 and 25th March, 1971; 

(iv) up to a maximum of three years If a candidate is 
a bona fide repatriate or prospective repatriate of 
Tndian origin from Sri Lanka and has migrated to 
India on or after 1st November. 1964. or Is to 
migrate to Tndia under the Indo-Cteylon Agreement 
of October. 1964; 

(v) up to a maximum of r>‘»ht years If a candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Chste or a Scheduled Tribe 
aud is also a hntta fid* repatriate or prospective 
repatriate of Indian origin from Sri T ankn and has 
migrated to India on or after 1st November 1964 
or is to migrate to Tndia under the Indo-Ceylon 
Agreement of October. 1964: 

(vi) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate i» 
a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Burma 
and has migrated to India on or after 1st June, 
1963; 

(vil) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also bona fide repatriate of Indian origin 
from Burma aud has migrated to India on or after 
1st June, 1963; 

(vlll) up to a maximum of three years In the case of 
Defence Services personnel disabled In operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
distnibed area and released as a consequence there- 
of; 

(ix) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of 
IJefence Services personnel disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
disturbed areas and released as a consequence there- 
of, who belong to the Scheduled Castes or the 
Scheduled Tribes; 

(x) up to a maximum of three years in the case of 
Border Security Force Personnel disabled in opera- 
tions during Indo-Pak hostilities of 1971, and releas- 
ed as a consequence thereof; 

(xi) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Border Security Force Personnel, disabled in opera J 
tions during Indo-Pak hostilities of 1971, and re- 
leased as a consequence thereof who belong to the 
Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes; 

(xii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate Is a 
bona fide repatriate of Indian origin (Indian Pass- 
port holder) from Vietnam as also a candidate 
holding emergency certificate issued to him by the 
Indian Embassy in Vietnam and who arrived In 
India from Vietnam not earlier than July, 1975; 
and 

(xiii) up to maximum of three years if a candidate Is of 
Indian origin and has migrated from Kenya, Uganda 
and the United Republic of Tanzania or who is a 
repatriate of Indian origin from Zambia, Malawi, 
Zaire and Ethiopia.

6. A candidate —

(d ) must have passed in the first or second division the

(e ) must have passed in the first or second division the 
Prc-Proicssionai/Prc-Technoiogical Exammation ot 
any Indian Umveisity oi a lecognista boulu, wun 
Mathematics and at least one ot the subjects 
Pnysics and Cnennsuy as subjects ot tne examina- 
tion conducted one year alter tne Higher (secon- 
dary or Pre-University stage; or 

(I ) must have passed in the first year examination under 
tne five year Engineering Degree Course ot e. 
University, piovided that before joining the Degree 
Course, ne passed the Higher Secondary Examina- 
tion or Pre-University or equivalent examination m 
the first or second division. 

Candidates who have passed the first year Exami- 
nation of the five-year Engineering JQegrce Course 
in the hrst or second division may also apply pro- 
vided the first year Examination is conducted by 
a university; or 

(g) must have passed in the first or second division 
the PreKlegrce Examination of the Universities of 
Kerala and Calicut with Mathematics, and at least 
one of the subjects Physics and Chemistry as sub- 
jects of the exammation. 

Note I. — Candidates who qje not awarded any specific 
division by the University/Board either in the Intermediate 
or any other examination mentioned above will be considered 
educationally eligible provided their aggregate of marks falls 
within the range of marks for first or second division as 
prescribed by the University/ Board concerned. 

Note II. — A candidate who has appeared at an examina- 
tion the passing of which would render him eligible to appear 
at the examination but has not been informed of the result 
may apply for admission to the examination. A candidate 
who intends to appear at such a qualifying examination may 
also apply. Such candidates will be admitted to the 
examination if otherwise eligible but the admission would be 
deemed to be provisional and subject to cancellation if they 
do not produce proof of having passed the examination, as 
soon as possible and in any case not later than 20th August, 
1981. 

Note III. — In exceptional cases, the Commission may 
treat a candidate, who has not any of the qualifications pres- 
cribed in this rule as educationally qualified provided that 
he possesses qualifications the standard of which in the 
opinion of the Commission, justifies his admission to the 
examination. 

7. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed in para 5 of the 
Commission's Notice. 


8. All candidates in Government service, whether in a 
permanent or in temporary capacity or as woix-cnarged 
employees. Other tnatt casual or aany-rated employees, will 
be required to submit an undertaking mat they have unarmed 
in writing, tUeir Head ot office/ nepartment that they have 
applied tor tne Examination, 

9. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility or 
otherwise ot a candidate tor admission to tne examination 
shall be final. 

10. No candidate will be admitted to the examination un- 
less he holds a certificate of admission from tne commission. 

11. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Com- 
mission to be guilty of — 

(i) obtaining support for his candidature by auy means; 
or 

fiij impersonating; or 

(iii) procuring impersonation by any person; or 

(iv) submitting fabricated documents or documents 
which have been tampered with; or 

(v) making statements which are incorrect or false, or 
suppressing material mtormation; or 

(vi) resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
in connection with his candidature tor the examma- 
tion; or 

(vii) using unfair means during the examination; or 

(viii) writing irrelevant matter including obscene langu- 
age or pronographic matter, in tne script (s j ; or 

(ix) misbehaving in any other manner in the examina- 
tion hall; or 

(x) harassing or doing bodily harm to the staff employ- 
ed by me Commission for the conduct of then- 
examinations; or 

(xi) attempting to commit or as the case may be abet- 
ting the commission of all or any ot the acts speci- 
fied in the toregomg clauses. 

may, in addition to rendering himself liable to criminal pro- 
secution, be liable- 

fa) to be disqualified by the Commission from the exh> 
mination tor which he is a candidate; or 

(b) to be debarred either permanently or for a specified 
penod — 

(i) by the Commission, from any examination or 
selection held by them; 

(ii) by the Central Government, from any employ- 
ment under them; and 

fc) if he is already in service under Government, to 
disciplinary action under the appropriate ruies. 

Provided that no penalty under this rule shall be imposed 
except after — 

(1) giving the candidate an opportunity of making such 
respresentation in writing as he may wtsn to make 
in that behalf; and 

(ii) taking the representation, if any, submitted by the 
candidate, wittun tne period allowed to him, into 
consideration. 

12, Candidates who obtain such minim um qualifying maiks 
in the written examination as may be nxed by the Commis- 
sion in then discretion, snail be summoned by them for the 
Personality Test. 

Provided that candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes 
or Scheduled Tribes may be summoned for the Pcisonality 
Test by the Commission by applying relaxed standards if 
the Commission is of the opinion that sufficient number of 
candidates from these communities arc not likely to be sum- 
moned for the Personality Test on the basis of the general 
standard in order to nil up tne vacancies reserved for them. 

13. After the examination, the candidates will be arranged 
by the Commission in the order of merit as disclosed by the 
aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate; and in 
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that order so many candidates as are found by the Commis- 
sion to be qualified by the examination shall be recommended 
for appointment up to th» number of Unreserved vacancies 
decided to be filled on the results of the examination. 

Provided (hat candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes 
or the Scheduled Tribes may, to the extent the number of 
vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduler! 
Tribes cannot be filled on the basis of the general standard, 
be recommended by the Commission by a relaxed standard 
to make up the deficiency in the reserved quota, subject to 
the fitness of these candidates for appointment to the Service, 
irrespective of their ranks in the order of merit at the exami- 
nation. 

14. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Commission in their discretion and the Commission 
will not enter into correspondence with them regarding the 
result. 

15. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint- 
ment, unless Government arc satisfied, after such enquiry as 
may he considered necessary that the candidate is suitable in 
all respects for appointment to the Railway Service. 

16. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with the 
discharge of his duties as an officer of the Service. A candi- 
date who after such medical examination as Government 01 
the appointing authority as the case may be may prescribe 
is found not to satisfy these requirements will not be ap- 
pointed. Only such candidates as are likely to be considered 
for appointment will be medically examined. Candidates will 
have to pay a fee of Rs. 16.00 to the Medical Board con- 
cerned at the time of the medical examination. 

Note. — In order to prevent disappointment candidates arc 
advised to have themselves examined by a Government medi- 
cal officer of the standing of a Civil Surgeon, before applying 
for admission to the examination.

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied

APPENDIX II 

REGULATIONS FOR THE PHYSICAL EXAMINATIONS 
OF CANDIDATES FOR APPOINTMENT TO THE 
INDIAN RAILWAY SERVICE OF MECHANICAL 
ENGINEERS 

These regulations are published for the convenience of 
candidates and m order to enable them to ascertain the pro- 
bability of their coming up to required physical standard. 
The regulations are also intended to provide guidelines to 
the medical exumineis and a candidate who does not satisfy 
the minimum j equirements prescribed m the regulations 
cannot be declared fit by the medical examiners. However 
while holding that a candidate is not fit according to the 
norms laid down in these regulations it would be permissible 
foi a medical Board to recommend to the Government of 
India for reasons specifically recorded in writing that he may 
be admitted to scivice without disadvantage to Government 

It should, however, be clearly understood that the Govern- 
ment of India reserve to themselves absolute discretion to 
reject or accept any candidate after considering the report of 
the Medical Board 

1 To be passed as fit for appointment a candidate must 
be in good mental and bodily health and free from any 
physical defect likely to interfere with the efficient peifor- 
mance of the duties of his appointment 

2 (a) In the matter of the correlation of age, height and 
chest girth of candidates of India (including Anglo-Indian) 
race, it is left to the Medical Board to use whatever cor- 
relation figures are considered most suitable as a guide in 
the examination of the candidates If there be any dispro- 
portion with regard to height, weight and chest girth the 
candidate should be hospitalised for investigations and X-Ray 
of the chest taken before the candidate is declared fit or not 
fit by the Board 

(b) However, the minimum standards for height and chest 
Rirth. without which candidates cannot be accepted are as 
follows

He will be made to stand ciect with his feet together

bo lowered to hang loosely by the side and care 
will be taken that the shoulders are not thrown 
upwards or backwards so as to displace the tape. 
The candidate will then be directed to take a deep 
inspiration several times and the maximum expan- 
sion of the chest will be carefully noted, and the 
minimum and maximum will then be recorded In 
centimetres, thus 84 — 89, 86 — 93, etc. In recording 
the measurements, fractions of less than i centi- 
metre should not be noted 

N B — The height and chest of the candidate should be 
measured twice before coming to a final decision. 

5. The candidate will also be weighed and his weight re- 
corded in kilograms, fraction of halt a kilogram should not 
be noted 

6 The candidate’s eye sight will be tested In accordance 
with the following rules The result of each test will be 
recorded 

(1) General — The candidate’s eyes will be submitted to 
a general examination directed to the detection of 
any disease or abnormality The candidate will be 
rejected if he suffers from any squint or morbid 
conditions of eyes, eye lids or contiguous structures 
of such a sort as to render or are likely at a future 
date to render him unfit for service 

(ii) Visual Acuity — The examination for determining 
the acuteness of vision includes two tests one for 
distant, the other for near vision Each eye will 
be examined separately 

There shall be no limit for minimum naked eye 
vision but the naked eye vision of the candidates 
shall, however, be recorded by the Medical Board 
or other medical authority in every case, as it will 
furnish the basic information in regard to the condi- 
tion of the eye. 

The candidate will be examined with the annaratus and 
according to the method prescribed bv the Railway Board’s 
Standing Advisory Committee of Medical Officers, to deter- 
mine his acuity of vision. 

N B — No candidate will be accepted for appointment 
whose standard of vision does not come up to 
requirement specified below ■—

Night Blindness : 

Night blindness need not be tested as a routine, but only 
in. special cases. No standard test for the testing 
of night blindness or dark adaption is prescribed. 
The Medical Board should be given the discretion 
to improvise such rough tests e.g. recording of 
visual acquity with reduced illumination or by mak- 
ing the candidate recognise various objects in a 
darkened room after he has been there for 20 to 
30 minutes. Candidate’s own statements should not 
always be relied upon, but thev should be given 
due consideration.

N.B . — As a general rule any systolic pressure over 
140 mm and diastolic over 90 mm should bo 
regarded as suspicious and the candidate should be 
hospitalised by the Board before giving their final 
opinion regarding the candidate's fitness or other- 
wise. The hospitalization report should indicate 
whether the rise in blood pressure is of a transient 
nature due to excitement etc. oi whether it is due 
to any organic disease. In all such cases X-Ray 
and electrocardiographic examination of heart and 
blood urea clearance test should also be done as 
a routine. The final decision as fitness or other- 
wise of a candidate will, however, rest with the 
medical board only. 

Method of taking Blood Pressure : 

The mercury manometer type of indiument should be 
used as a rule. The measurement should not be taken 
within fiteen minutes of any exercise or excitement Pro- 
vided the patient and particularly his arm is relaxed he 
may be either lying or sitting. Tie arm is supported com- 
fortably, at the patients side in a more or less horizontal 
position. The arm should be freed from clothes to the 
shoulder. The cuff completely deflated, should be applied 
with the middle of the rubber ovei the inner side of the arm 
and its lower edge an inch or two above the bend of the 
elbow. The following turns of cioih bandage should "piead 
evenly over the bag to avoid bulging during inflation. 

The brachial arteiy is located by palpitation the bend 
of the elbow and the stethoscope is then apnl'ed lightly and 
centrally over it below, but not in contact with the cuff. 
The cuff is inflated to about 200 mm. IJg. and then slowlv 
deflated. The level at which the column stands when soft 
successive sounds are hoard represents the Systolic Pressure. 
When more air is allowed to escur.e too sounds will be 
heard clear sound change to soft muffled fadding sounds re- 
presents the diastolic pressure. The measutements should be 
taken in a fairly brief period of time as prolonged nrcssure 
of the cuff is irritating to the patient and vitiate the read- 
ings. Re-checking, if necessary, should be done orlv a few 
minutes after-complete deflation o f .be cuff (Sometimes, as 
the cuff is deflated sounds are he.wj at a certain level they 
mav disnnnea-r as pressure falls and reappear at a still lower 
level. This Silent Gap may cause error in reading). 

8. The urine (passed in the presence of the examiner) 
should be examined and the result recorded. Where a 
Medical Board finds Sugar present in a candidate’s urine 
by the usual chemical tests, the Board will proceed with the 
examination with all its other aspects and will also specially 
note any signs or symptoms suggestive of the diabetes if 
except for the glycosuria the Board finds the candidate con- 
forms to the standard of medical fitess required they may 
nass the candidate “fit subiect to the glycosuria being non-

9. A woman candidate who as a result of tests is found 
to be preennnt of 12 weeks standing or over, should be 
declar-d temporary unfit until the confinement is ovei , She 
should be re-examined for o fitness cm /ificofc m> week' 
after the date of confinement, subject to the production of 
a medical certificate of fitness from a registered medical 
practiitoner. 

10. The following additional points should be observed: — 

fa) that the candidate's hearing in each ear is good and 
that there is po sign of disease of the ear, Tn case 
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the hearing is defective, the candidate should be 
got examined by an Ear Specialist, provided that, if 
the defect is of a temporary nature, remediable by 
operation but without the use of Hearing Aid , and 
provided further that the candidate has no progres- 
sive disease in the ear, he can be declared fit. The 
following arc the guidelines for the medical exami- 
nation authorities in this regard : —

When any defect is found it must be noted in the Certi- 
ficate and the medical examiner should state his opinion 
whether or not it is likely to interfere with the efficient per- 
formance of the duties which will be required of the candi- 
date 

Norr. — Candidates are warned that there is no right of 
appeal from a Medical Board, special or standing appointed 
to determine their fitness for the above Service. If, however 
Government are satisfied on the evidence produced before 
them of the possibility of an error of judgment in the deci- 
sion of the first Board, it is open to Government to allow 
an appeul to a second Board. Such evidence should be sub- 
mitted within one month of the date of the communications 
in which the decision of the first Medical Board is communi- 
cated to the candidate, otherwise no request for an appeal to 
a second Medical Board will be considered. 

If any medical certificate is produced by a candidate as 
a piece of evidence about the possibility of an error of judg-

Medical Board and their report. 

The following intimation is made for the guidance of the 
Medical Examiner ; 

1. The slandard of physical fitness to be adopted should 
make due allowance for the age and length of service, if any 
of the candidate concerned. 

2. No person will be deemed qualified for admission to the 
public service who shall not satisfy Government, or the 
appointing authority, as the case may be, that he has no 
disease, constitutional affection, or bodily infirmity unfitting 
him, or likely to unfit him for that service.

Conditions' of A ppi entice. hip for Special Class 
Appi entices Selected through this Examination 

The terms and conditions of Apprenticeship will be as set 
out in the form of agreement prescribed in the Indian Rail- 
way Establishment Manual, brief particulars of which aie 
given below ; — 

1. A candidate offered appointment as a Special Class 
Railway Apprentice shall execute an agreement in the pres- 
cribed form binding himself and one surety jointly and 
severally, to refund, in the event of his failing to complete 
training as a Special Class Railway Apprentice or to accept 
the seivice as an officer on probation in the Indian Railway 
Service of Mechanical Engineers, if ottered to him, to the 
satisfaction of the Government, any moneys paid to him and 
any other moneys expended by Government on him, the 
Government being the exclusive judge of the quantum of 
such expense. 

The apprentices will be liable to undergo practical and 
theoretical training for 4 years in the first instance uudei 
an indenture binding them, to serve on the Indian Railway^ 
on the completion of their training, if their seivices are 
requued. The continuance of apprenticeship from year to 
year will depend on satisfactory reports being received from 
the authorities under whom the apprentices mav be working. 
If ftt any time dming his apprenticeship, any apprentice does 
not satisfy the superior authorities that he is making good 
progress, he will be liable to be discharged from (he 
apprenticeship. 


Note. — The Government of India may at their discretion 
after or rnodifi the periods and courses of training. 

2. The practical and theoretical Paining referred to above 
will be given in a railway workshop for four years of their 
apprenticeship. Special Class Apprentices must pass within 
this period either Parts 1 and 2 of the council of Engineer- 
ing Institutions Examination (London) or Section 'A’ and ‘B’ 
of the Associate Membership of Institution of Engineers 
(India) Examination, The apprentices will be granted a 
stipend of Rs. 350 per mensem during the 1st and 2nd years 
and Rs. 400 per mensem during the 3rd and 41h yeais. 
During the apprenticeship, the candidates will be icquired to 
undergo both theoretical and practical training. There will 
be in all six Semester Examinations passing each of which is 
compulsory. If unsuccessful at any of these examinations 
they will, depending on their performance, be asked to sit for 
and pass in supplementary examination or reverted to the 
next lower batch or removed from apprenticeship. 

Note. — Except as provided for in paragraph 4 below or in 
cases of discharge or dismissal due to insubordination, 
intemperance or other misconduct or breach of agreement, a 
week’s notice of discharge from apprenticeship will be given. 

3. Before the completion of 4th year of training referred 
to in paragraph 2 above, the apprentices will be listed in order 
of merit on the results of the examination held and the 
reports on the apprentices received during the period of 
apprenticeship. Successful apprentices will be appointed on 
probation for 3 years in the Indian Railway Service of 
Mechanical Engineers. 

Note. — An apprentice will be considered to have obtained 
the qualifying standard if he obtains a minimum of 50 per 
cent marks in the aggregate in all the examinations held dur- 
ing the six Semester Examinations of his training including the 
marks of the reports of the Principal, Indian Railways 
Institute of Mechanical and Electrical Engineers, Jomalpur 
and of the Deputy Chief Mechanical Engineer, provided that 
in each ol the six Semester Examinations he has obtained a 
minimum of 45 per cent marks in the aggregate and a mini- 
mum of 40 per cent marks in any one subject. 

4. Unsuccessful apprentices will be discharged from their 
apprenticeship, one month’s notice of discharge being given 
alone with the intimation that the apprentice has been un- 
successful. 

5. After successful completion of 4 years apprenticeship, 
ihc apprentices will be appointed as probationers in the Indian 
Railway Service of Mechanical Engineers subject to the 
proviso below para 1 in Appendix IV. Particulars fts to pay 
and general conditions of service for oilicers of Indian Rail- 
way Service of Mechanical Engineers have been given in 
Appendix IV. 


APPENDIX IV 

t’aiiicidars Regarding the Indian Railway Seivice of 
Mechanical Engineers 

1 . The period of probation will be three yearn. The 
appointment, and pay as probationers will commence from 
(a) the d..to of completion of 4 years of the apprenticeship 
or (b) the actual date of completion of training whichever is 
latci ; 

Provided however that those Special Class Appeotices who 
could not pass Parts T & II of AMIME ( London ) /Parts A 
& B of AMIE (India) Examination within 4 years of their 
apprenticeship will be deemed to have been appointed as 
probationers only from the date when they pass in full eilher 
of these examinations, 


No ie — (i) The retention in service of probationers and 
the gram of annual increments arc subject to satisfactory 
reports on their work being received at the end of each year 
of probation. 
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(ii) The services of a probationer may be terminated on 
three months notice on either side. 

2. During the 1st and 2nd yonis of probation they will 
be sent to one or more of the Indian Railways for under- 
going training in accordance with the Syllabus prescribed 
for the purpose as modified from time to time. The pro- 
bationers may also be required to attend after working hours, 
a technical college or special lectures on Engineering subjects. 
They will be given an oral test at the end of each phase of 
training during these two yean of training and at the end of 
the 2nd year, they will be given a written test to bo conducted 
jointly by the Chief Mechanical Engineer and the Chief 
Operating Superintendent of the Railway to which they are 
posted, on the training received by the probationers during this 
period. The qualifying marks at this test will be 50 per cent. 


3. During the probationary period, they Will have to 
attend a prescribed course of training in the Railway Staff 
College, Baroda and to qualify in the test held in the Col- 
lege. The. test in the College is compulsory and a second 
cbancc, in the event of failure, will not be given except in 
exceptional circumstances and piovided the record of the 
officers is such hs to justify such telaxation being made. 
Endure to pass the test may involve the termination of ser- 
vice, and in any case, the officers will not be confirmed till 
they pass the lest, their period of training and/or probation 
being extended as necessary. Before the end of the second 
year of probation, they will be required to undergo a dc- 
rtmcntal examination which will include Accounting and 
timnting. General and Subsidiary Rules, Factory Act, 
Workmen's Compensation Act, ability to handle labour and 
general application to work or works on which each officer, 
is engaged while on probation. They will be required to 
pass the departmental examinations within the second year 
of the probationary ‘period. Failure to pass the examina- 
tion may result in termination of service and will, in any 
case, involve stoppage of increments. In case where the 
probationary period has to be extended for tailing to pass 
any or all the departmental examinations within the sti- 
pulated period on their passing the departmental examination 
and being confirmed after the expiry of extended period of 
probation the drawal of the first and subsequent increments 
will be regulated by the Rules and orders in force from 
time to time. It must be noted that a second chance to 
pass any examination will as a rule not be given except 
under exceptional circumstances and only provided the 
other record of the candidate during the period of his train- 
ing is such as lo justify such relaxation being made. 


Note. — The period of training and the period of probation 
against ft working post may be modified at the discretion 
of Government. If the period of training is extended in 
any case due to the training not having been completed 
satisfactorily, the total period of probation will be corres- 
pondingly extended. 


4. Probationers should have already passed or should 
pass during the period of probation, an examination in 
Hindi in the Devanagari script of an approved standard. This 
examination may be the “PRAVEEN” Hindi. Examination 
which is conducted by the Directorate of Education, Delhi, 
or one of the equivalent Examinations recognised by the 
Central Government. 


No probationary officer can be confirmed or his pay in the 
time scale raised to Rs. 780.00 per month unless he fulfils 
this requirement; and failure to do so will involve liability 
to termination of service. No exemption can be granted. 


5. Any person appointed to the Indian Railway Service of 
Mechanical Engineers shall, if so required, be liable to 
serve in any Defence Service or post connected with the 
Defence of India for a period of not less than four years in- 
cluding the period spent on training, if any; 


Provided that such a person 

(a) shall not be required to serve as aforesaid after 
the expiry of ten years from the date of appoint- 
ment as probationer; 

(b) shall not ordinarily be required to serve as afore- 
said after attaining the age of forty years, 

6. Officers of the Indian Railway Sendee of Mechanical 
Engineers — 

(a) will be eligible to pensionary benefits, and 

(b) shall subscribe to the State Railway Non-Contribn- 

tory Provident Fund under the Rules of that fund; 

as applicable to Railway Servants appointed on the date they 
join service. 

7. Pay will commence from the date of joining service 
as a probationer. Service for increments will also count 
from the same date subject to paragraph 3 above. Parti- 
culars as tD pay are contained m paragraph 10 of this 
Appendix. 

8. Officers recruited under these regulations shall be eligible 
for leave in accordance with the rules for the time being 
in force applicable to officers of Indian Railways. 

9. Officers will ordinarily be employed throughout their 
service on the Railway to which they may be posted on 
first appointment and will have claim, as a matter of right 
to transfer to some other Railway but the Government of 
India reserve the right to transfer such officers in the ex- 
igencies of service, to any other Railway or Project in or 
out of India. Officers will be liable to serve in the Stores 
Department of Indian Railways if and when called upon to 
do so. 

10. The following are the rates of pay at present admis- 
sible to officers appointed to Indian Railway Service of 
Mechanical Engineers.

Note. 1 . — Probationary officers will start on the minimum 
of the Junior scale and will cormt their service for increment 
from the date of joining. They will, however, be required 
to pass any departmental examination or examinations that 
may be prescribed before their pay can be raised from 
Rs. 740.00 p.m. to Rs. 780.00 p.m. in the time scale. 

Note 2 . — Increment from Rs, 740.00 to Rs. 780.00 will 
be stopped if they fail to pass departmental examinations 
within the first two years of the training and probationary 
period.
